ilssioner of Pennsylvania took vigor- 
us action against two owners of such 
ractors and a little later the Califor- 
lia highway commission fined a man $15 
"or injuring a state road in this way.

The first thing is to see that the trac- 
tors are provided with cleats or other . 
suitable attachments for the wheels, so 
that when they roll over improved roads 
there are' no ribs, bolt heads or other 
projections to injure the surface. Such 
attachments are now furnished with 
most tractors and their use is explained 
with each machine Manufacturers of 
tractors recently assured the highway 
commissioner of Pennsylvania that there 
is no reason for a tractor to injure an 
improved road if the accessories to pre- 
vent injury are used.

Both methods of meeting the situa- 
tion recognize that such vehicles have 
a legitimate right to the roads and that 
anybody who makes any extraordinary 
use of a road to its injury should pay 
for the privilege. To follow any other 
course Will require taxing the people 
unnecessarily for very strong roads 
needed only by the owners of, traction 
engines or will allow the few engine 
owners to injure roads through care- 
lessness without any check on the de- 
destruction they canse or compensation 
for it to the public treasury.

DANGER OF CATTLE 
PLAGUE CAUSES 

EMBARGO ORDER 

Danger of a renewed outbreak of 
hoof and mouth disease, which forsever- 
al months previous to last March result- 
ed in the slaughter of hundreds of thou- 
sands of cattle and the expenditure of 
millions of dollars by the state and 
departments, seems imminent. 

An embargo order prohibiting the 
shipments to Chicago except for im- 
mediate slaughter of any cattle, horseB, 
sheep or swine from Kansas, Missouri 
and Nebraska, was issued Monday as a 
precautionary measure following the 
reports of apparent indications of the 
discease in a herd of cattle recieved at 
the Kansas City. Mo., stockyards. 

Infections pronounced to the hoof and 
and mouth disease was reported at 
night from Salima, Kansas, by Dr. P. 
I. Kischner, federal veterinary surgeon. 
Ninety-eight cattle on the farm of John 
Schmidt, near Tescott, were quaran- 
tined. - 

Animals intended for immediate 
slaughter are excluded from the embar- 
go order, which was issued by State 
Veterinorian O. D. Dyson. 

Kansas City, Sioux City, Denver, St, 
Joseph, Omaha, Cincinnati and a score 
of other cities issued smilar orders. 

While the Chicago order is purely a 
precautionary measure, it will not be 
rescinded until all danger of infection 
is believed to be past.

SURVEY FOR THE 

STATE AID ROAD IS 
ALMOST COMPLETE 

Charles Russell, superintendent of 
roads in Lake county, together with his 
assistants, has practically completed 
the survey for the new state aid road in 
Lake county. The survey then* will be 
sent to the state department for ap- 
proval. 

The new state aid road, which will 
take in the improvement of about two 
miles of road on Grand avenue, will ax- 
tend from the point where the state aid 
road now stops to a point near the St' 
Paul, railroad traclcs.^It .Is expected 
that the contract will be awarded next 
spring and that the work will start as 
so^n as the weather permits. 

The county is not exactly satisfied 
with the progress that has been made 
in road building this year. The contract 
was awarded to Anton Dudek of North 
Chicago to put in about r mile and a 
half of concrete road. Up to the pres- 
ent time Dudek has put in the cement 
work on less than a mile of road and 
will be unable to complete the work 
this fall' All that he will be able to do 
this fall will be able to put on the 
'shoulder' and the finishing touches to 
the stretch of road he has put in. 

It was said that bv failing to complete 
the work this fall, Dudek has placed 
himself in a position where the county 
board can, if it sees fit, forfeit his con- 
tract. If this were to be done the 
stretch of unfinished road probably 
would be added to that which is to be 
let next spring. It is said that in Ver- 
million county 12 times as much road 
has been improved this year in the 
same length of time.

All of the retired Turkish officials 
iao were living on pensions from the 
Xtoman government when the Brit- 
<h occupied Basra may now draw 
rani the British government sufficient 
noney to enuble them to live decently, 
ill Turkish olllclals actively In service 
I the time of occupation who have 
ad more than 20 years' service may 
.so be' pensioned. Most of these huve 
en permitted freedom. The families 
Turkish prisoners of war may re- 
ve allowances by applying to the 
ef political officer for the British 
ces. 

'I glanced through some of the flies 
the political office and Jotted down 
the^focts of a few applications for al- 
lowances. The applicant can usually 
speak, only Turkish or Arabic. He 
writes his application out In Turkish 
nnd takes it to the bazaar, where some 
native translator turns it Into most 
weird and picturesque English. It 
then goes to the chief polltlcnl officer, 
who orders an Investigation. If the 
application Is bona fide, It Is certain to 
-be granted. Pensions and ullownnces 
are graded according to class — the 
wife of a former governor would draw 
what even In America would he a 
good-sized pension, while the wife of 
a coolie soldier would get perhaps 15 
cents a day. Yet both women would 
be enabled to live In their customary 
' manner. This concession tins prevent- 
ed actual want. Officers already pen- 
sioned before the arrival of the Brit- 
ish may draw up to one quarter of the 
pension they received from the Turk- 
ish government,, although In cases of 
urgent necessity larger allowances are 
granted. 

Relief Given to Women. 
The wife of Mohained Akhmed, ex- 
Turkish official whose salary was $20 



per month, and having no -children, 
applied for an allowance and was 
granted $7 a month. 

The wife of Fezzy Bey, former cus- 
toms official, whose salary was $1.15 
per month, and having one child, eight 
years old, applied for an allowance 
and was granted $15 per mouth. 

The wife of a Turkish soldier now a 
prisoner of wnr In India, whose pay 
was four cents a day, and who has 
four, children between the uges of two 
and seven years, was granted an al- 
lowance of $13 a month;. 

A corpornl of police died just before 
the Turks evueuated Basra. He left 
two wives too old to. work, but no chil- 
dren. Each wife receives $3 a montli. 

One family of clvlllans,.mnn old and 
blind arid his wife, who hitherto earned 
a scanty living collecting firewood,' and 
whose son is now a private In the 
Turkish army lighting- on .the Tigris 
front; at four cents a day, was grant- 
ed an allowance of $4 a month. 

A touching application was received 
recently. It proved to be a "fake." 
The applicant was a Christian. There 
have been few false applications — per- 
haps half a dozen in all out of. many 
hundreds of applications. There are 
now 00 penslrners of the former Turk- 
ish government nnd more than 200 
families who are saved from actual 
want by this system.. As soon as a 
tale of misery is reported it Is Inves- 
tigated. If charity is needed the money 
Is. paid out at once. If the application 
Is genuine there is surprisingly little 
"red tape" about the awards.

London. — In a general way every 
one has realized that the mere re- 
cruitment of men und the supplying 
them with arms und ammunition was 
only a part of the work required of 
the war olllce to put the new British 
army In the Held, but not one person 
In a thousund realized the enormous 
task and- the multitude of incidents 
which go Into the equipment of a force 
capable of taking Its plnce In the field 
under modern war conditions. 

The war ofllce has been faced with 
the necessity of providing everything 
from speks to uniform buttons, from 
mess spoons .to great coats, for an 
urmy grown in 24 months from less 
than 200,000 to more than 4,000,000. 
And the success with which this situ- 
ation has been met is one of the In- 
dustrial romances of the war. 

Figures, as a rule, tell little, but the 
government has compiled some statis- 
tics behind which can be seen the 
feverish Industry, the unceasing toil, 
which has permitted the men at the 
front to take their plnce as an ef- 
fective fighting machine beside the 
French and the Russians and the Ital- 
ians; the labor which made possible 
the • development of the little contin- 
gent which crossed to France In Au- 
gust, 1014, to the greatest volunteer 
army In the history ' of the world. 
These statistics are based on reports 
up to April 1. 
During the first 20 months of the 



wnr the amount of woolen cloth re- 
quired for the army was 00,000,000 
yards, which would suffice to put n 
girdle twice around the earth. Shirt 
flannel has been bought to the total 
of 84,000,000 yards. These, figures, II 
must be remembered, represent solely 
the army's needs. Here In n table in 
a comparison of the war office's needs 
in textile products in pence years and 
In war time In ynrds:

After the fabrics were turned from 
the looms there was the question of 
making them Into uniforms and' shirts. 
Of the- latter more than 20.0OO.O0C 
have been required for field and train- 
ing wear, apart from the further huge 
total needed In the hospitals. The 
soldier, whether In training camp or 
In active service, wears out his clothes 
rapidly, and the supply department at 
the war ofllce has found that the re- 
plenishment demands as much cloth- 
ing now In* a week as did the entire 
army In n year In the days before the 
war: 

It Is not the lnrge Items that con- 
stitute all the difficulties. Buttons 
might seem to bo of small conse- 
quence, but more than 840.000,000 of 
them, In all shapes and grades, have 
been used since the war began ; not an 
unimportant commercial factor In It- 
self. 

Clothing for the Troops. 
In the actual work of making up 
uniforms nnd their accessories, tho 
army clothing factory was soon 
swamped when the first contingent 
took the field. The great clothing 
contractors of London, Leeds nnd oth- 
er cities were called on, nnd with tho 
adjustment of the necessary labor dif- 
ficulties the work of keeping the new 
army clothing was thoroughly sys- 
temlzed.

SENOR DON TUR- 
key played a 
brilliant part in 
history even be- 
fore the Spaniards 
discovered him, 
along with Mexi- 
co, In 1518. 

Long before that 
he. had been wor- 
shiped by Aztecs. 
Later, when his 
religious vogue 
was past, he was 
given place of 
honor at the marriage banquet of a 
king. So superior a viand was he con- 
sidered when first Introduced to Eu- 
'rope that in n "constitution" set forth 
by Cranmer in 1514 turkey is named 
as. one of the greater fowls, of which 
an ecclesiastic was to "have but one 
in a dishe." But he speedily multi- 
plied to such an extent that no Inter 
than 1555 two turkeys and four tur- 
key chicks were served at a feast of 
the sergeants-at-arms in London. 

Turkeys at that period were men- 
tioned in connection with cranes and 
swans as important and rich items of 
a banquet. A little Inter, in 1573, tur- 
nkey were used on the tnbles of Eng- 
lish husbandmen for the Christmas 
feast. In the meantime they were 
more than plentiful in their home land, 
■where turkey continued to sell for 
about six cents apiece as late as the 
nineteenth century. For sis cents in 
those good old days a turkey weighing 
about 12 pounds could be bought by 
a good shopper. If the family need- 
ed a turkey weighing 25 or ao pounds 
It was necessary to pay as much as a 
quarter. But it must be remembered 
that six cents in those days counted a 
good deal more than it does In this. 
"Turkeys of Various Kinds. 
The turkey that the Aztecs wor- 
shiped was probably either the Mexi- 
can wild turkey, which Is known by 
the white touches on Its tall coverts 
and quills, or, more appropriately, the 
ocellated turkey of Honduras and 
other parts of South America, whose 
brilliant plumuge, spotted almost as 
gloriously with vivid colors as a pea- 
cock, somehow allies it particularly 
"with that vivid early people. The tur- 
key which strolled out of the fqrests 
of New England and furnished so mar- 
velous n banquet for our Puritan fore- 
fathers was a handsomer bird than 
that of Mexico,* Iii the 1 opinion of some- 
lovers of beauty, but not so brilliant 
a one as the Honduras turkey. 

The American wild turkey, which 
really belongs to Thanksgiving, was 
( the North Americun wild turkey 
found throughout the enstern United 
States and Canada. Sdentljicaily It is 
known as the Meleagris Americana. 
Its ' plumage is black, shaded with 
bronze. In the rays of the sun the 
bird gleams In a beautiful harmony of 
black copper, gold and bronze. And the 
turkey likes the rays of the sun. He 
hates damp weather, not alone because 
It is bad for his health, but because 
it obscures his beauty. 

It Is generally believed at present 
that all the turkeys of the world have 

descended from the three forms known 
as the North American bird, which lias 
just been described ; the Mexican oird 
and the ocellated bird.

Credit May Belong to Spaniards. 

The turkey which was first intro- 
duced Into Europe may have been car- 
ried there by the Spaniards from Mex- 
ico or the Jesuits may have taken it 
back across the waters from one of 
their scattered stations In the great 
woods of Canada. In any event, one 
of Its representatives figured at the 
marriage banquet of Charles IX and 
was regarded as of sufllcient Impor- 
tance to be mentioned in the reports 
of that festivity. 

«*The Mexican turkey is the wild bird 
of Mexico, which also came over the 
line into the southern part of the 
United States. Meleagris Gallopava 
is the name that is generally employed 
.to describe this turkey. It is some- 
what shorter In the shank than the 
northern species. Its body color Is 
a •metallic black, shaded with bronze.

mat most of The domes'tie fowls owe 
their origin. 

The ocellated turkey, Meleagris Ocel- 
lata, which is smaller than the oth- 
ers, has a bare head and neck. Its 
body plumage Is bronze and green, 
banded with gold bronze and varied 
with spots or eyes of brilliant colors- 
blue, red and brilliant black. 

Why Is a Turkey So Named? • 

Why the. turkey Is called the tur- 
key when its origin is admittedly pure- 
ly occidental Is a subject that has puz- 
zled many persons. There are several, 
reasons given by those who have 
delved deeply Into this problem, and 
one is privileged to take his choice. 
In the first place, it Is stated thai the 
turkey was originally supposed to 
have come from Asia. Thus at a 
time when a great stretch of territory! 
on the Asiatic continent was called 
"Turkey" the bird derived its name 
from its supposed origin. Another 
speculative chronicler records that the l 
Indians called the- bird "lirkoe" and | 
that from this its common name was 
created. Then, again, it is somewhat' 
generally believed that the bird named 
Itself by Its peculiar utterances, which .' 
are still translated as "turk-turk- ' 
turkee." Again, still more subtle phtlos- • 
ophers have traced the naming of 
the bird to Its kinship in the matter' 
of polygamous habits with the Turks, ' 
and there are other explanations. 

The pilgrims were not so bad oft ! 
In some ways as we have been led to ' 
Imagine, for although they were de- 
prlved of the Joys of tinued meats and 
vegetables and cold storage and sim- 
ilar blessings turkeys were so plenti- 
ful that it is recorded It was custom- 
ary to refer to them as bread. An- 
other chronicler sets forth the fact 
that the breast of the wild' turkey 
when cooked In butter was esteemed 
by even the epicures among the ex- 
plorers. But In spite of their abun- 
dance turkeys were regarded with fa- 
vor even by the red men, if one is to 
Judge by the following prayer which 
they uttered:

OFFICIAL STATEMENT ISSUED 



United States Body Notifies Institu- 
tions of Danger In the Purchase 
of Short-Term Notes From 
Foreign Countries. 



Washington, Nov. 20.— The federal 
reserve board Issued a statement on 
Monday warning hanks and the public 
against the purchase of short-term for- 
eign notes. 

The statement will be a severe Ulow 
to the financiers who were planning to 
float these loans In the United States. 
The statement says in part: 
"In view of contradictory notes 
which have appeared in the press re- 
garding its attitude toward the pur- 
chasing by hanks in this country of 
treasury bills of foreign governments, 
the board deems it a duty to define its 
position clearly. 

"The board believes that at this 
time banks should proceed with much 
caution in locking up their funds in 
long term obligations which are short 
term In form or nuine, but which, 
either by contract or through force of 
circumstances, may have to be re- 
newed until normal conditions return. 
The bourd's concern and responsibility 
lies primarily with the banking situ- 
ation. 

"If, however, our banking Institu- 
tions have to Intervene because for- 
eign securities are offered faster than 
they can be absorbed by Investors— 
that is, their depositors— an element 
would be Introduced which, if not kept 
under control, would tend toward In- 
stability and ultimate injurv to the 

economic development of this coun- 
try. 

"While the loans inny be short in 
form and severally may he collected at 
maturity, the object of the borrower 
must be to attempt to renew them col- 
lectively, with the result that the ag- 
gregate amount placed here will re- 
main until such time as it may be ad- 
vantageously converted Into a long- 
term obligation. It would, therefore,

RULES ADAMSON LAW IS VOID 

Federal Judge Hook of Kansas City 

Holds Act Unconstitutional — Will 

Go to High Tribunal. 

Knnsns City, Mo.. Nov. 24.— The 
Adamson eight-hour law was held un- 
constitutional here on Wednesday by 
Judge William C. Hook In the Uulted 
Stntes district court. 

Judge Hook directed the receivers 
of the Missouri, Oklahoma & Gulf 
railroad, who brought the original ac- 
tion In this case to enjoin the Inw 
from going Into effect, to assist the 
government In expediting the ense to 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States for final decision, mid Instruct- 
ed them, through their attorneys, to 
Invito the representatives of every 
railroad in this country to participate 
In i he hearings before the highest 
court in tb» land. 

This was requested In the govern- 
ment's motion to dismiss the Injunc- 
tion petition of the railroad, the gov- 
ernment desiring to avoid "prolonged, 
unnecessary and scattered litigation 
through the hearing of countless simi- 
lar suits filed by every rail system In 
every federal district in the United 
Stntes through which their lines run." 

Following Judge Hook's decision, 
Frank llagerman. special counsel for 
the government, gave notice of an ap- 
peal which was certified by the court 
late In the day. 



El Paso, Tex., Nov. 25.— Francisco 

Villa withdrew his surviving forces 
In defeat from Chlhunhua-Clty at 6*15 
o'clock Thursday night, after a battle 
of seven hours, during which be made 
fruitless attempts to carry General 
Trevlno's protecting works by assault 
General Trevlno, repulsed a fourth 
mass attack by Villa. forces, the ban- 
dits being driven from their temporary 
Intrenelunents with heavy losses, it 
was announced In Juarez.. The de 
facto troops now are pursuing the 
bandits toward the south, the snme 
report from Chihuahua City stated. 
General Trevlno has about fi.000 men. 

General Trevlno'a artillery, which 
carried the brunt of the attack, did 
heavy execution on the ranks of the 
bandits, according to a message Gen- 
eral Gonzales said he had received 
from the state capital. Manv Villa 
prisoners were taken by the Carranza 
forces when a detachment of Infantry 
nnd cavalry made a sally from the 
city, he said. 

At 1 rSO p. m., two hours and a half 
nfter Villa began his attack, the noise 
of bursting shells and discharging 
field piece was said to deafen. 

General Trevlno had 20 fleldplcres 
stationed on the Santa Rosa and other 
hills In the suburbs of Chlhunhua City, 
mllltnry men In Juarez say, and there 
were several French 75s Included In 
this number. 

Villa In person was leading his 
forces against the Carranza troops, 
according to the reports received nt 
the Juarez military headquarters 
from Chlhunhua City. The bandit 
leader Is said to be riding horseback 
with his crutch strapped to his sad- 
dle. 



ROADS ASK RELIEF OF U. S. 

Revolutionary Change in Relations Is 
Asked of Congress — See Govern- 
ment Ownership. 

Washington, Nov. 25.— The railroads 
of the country made a flat demand on 
■Thursday for a revolutionary change 
in the relntlons of the government to 
the railroads. 

General Counsel A. P. Thorn of the 
railroad executives' committee told 
the Newlnnds Joint congressional 
committee investigating Interstute 
commerce conditions that unless the 
present system of railroad control Is 
reformed, government ownership of the 
entire railroad systems of the country 
Is Inevitable. 

Mr. Thorn opened the testimony for 
the rnllromls with an outline of the 
position the railroads take concerning 
railroad regulations. He deelnred the 
present system has almost complete- 
ly precluded new railroad construc- 
tion and has endangered the credit of 
all railroads. 



British Capture Big Diver. 
Milan, Nov. 27.— British naval forces 
recently captured a large German sub- 
marine, according to the Carrlere 
Delia Sera. The paper says that a 
British sweeper landed 15 of the crew 
of the diver at an Italian' port. 

Priests Must Take Pledge. 
Chicago', Nov. 27.— Every priest or- 
dained In his diocese will bo com- 
pelled to take a flvo year's abstinence 
pledge, according to Archbishop j3. 
Mundelein of the Roman Catholic 
church. 



NEW LINER SUNK; FIFTY DIE 

WWite Star Line Steamer Britannic, 

Used as a Hospital Ship, Lost 

In Aegean. 

London, Nov. 24.— The British hos- 
pital ship Britannic, 47,000 tons, the 
White Star's, new liner, one of the larg- 
est vessels afloat, has been sunk with 
the loss of about fifty lives, says a 
British ofllclal announcement. 

The Britunnlc wus sank by a mine or 
n torpedo Tuesday morning In the 
Aegean sea, according to the ofllclal 
statement. There were 1,100 survivors 
New York, Nov. 24.— The statement 
was credited to the British consulate 
In this city that American nurses and 
surgeons were aboard the British hos- 
pital ship Britannic, reported sunk In 
tlie Aegean sea, hut ln*er it was denied 
by the ranking consular ofllclal that 
there was any basis for the statement.

Gen. Pershing to Cross Border Within 
Forty Days After, Signing Pro- 
tocol—Both Sides Will 
Patrol Line. 

. Atlantic Olty, N. J., Nov. 27.— An 
agreement was reached between the 
American and Mexican delegates to 
tho Joint conference here. It pro- 
vides : 

1. For the withdrawal from Mexico 
of the Pershing expedition within 40 
duys of the approval by both govern- 
ments of the agreement. The provi- 
sion is made that the time may be ex- 
tended if conditions In northern Mex- 
ico are such as to constitute a menace 
to United States soil. The detulls of 
tho withdrawal are left to General 
Pershing. 

2. That United Stntes troops there- 
after shall patrol their side of the 
border and Mexican troops theirs. In 
order to guard against raids. Co-op- 
eration between both forces in case 
of necessity is provided. 

The following statement was given 
out by the commlslon : 

"The commission has come to an 
agreement as to/ withdrawal of Amer- 
ican troops in Mexico and border con- 
trol, which is to go by Mr. Ponf to 
Mexico. If u is acceptable the con- 
ference will be resumed within two 
weeks. The troops are to be with- 
drawn by General Pershing within 40 
days of the approval of the agreement 
but in such manner as will permit the 
Mexican troops to occupy the evacu- 
ated territory, which the Mexicans 
have agreed to do. Should the north- 
ern section of Chihuahua be in a state 
of turmoil such as to threaten our 
border, the Amerlcnn troops may alone, 
or In conjunction with the Mexican 
troops, disperse the murauders, and 
the time for withdrawal shall be ex- 
tended by the time necessary for such 
work. 

"The Mexican commander Is to have 
control of the plan by which occupa- 
tion of northern Chlhunhun Is effect- 
ed, and General Pershing Is to have 
control of the plan of withdrawal and 
the right to use the railroad to Juarez 
li he so desires. 

"The committee found it Impracti- 
cable to arrange a plan of Joint bor- 
der control through a common mili- 
tary force, and abandoned the Idea of 
a border zone, which has been so much 
discussed. It is, however, left to the 
commanders of both nntlons on the 
border to enter Into such arrange- 
metns for co-operation against ma- 
rauders whenever It Is practicable. 

"The agreement distinctly states 
that each side is to care for Its own 
side of the border, but that this shall 
not preclude co-operation between the 
two forces to preserve peace upon the 
border. 

"The American commlssloaers told 
their Mexican colleagues that as a 
matter of national necessity the policy 
of this, government musLbe to reserve 
tho right to pursue marauders coming 
from Mexico into the United States as 
long as conditions In northern Mexico 
are In their present abnormal state. 
Such pursuit is not, however, to bo 
regarded by Mexico as In any way 
hostile to the Carranza government, 
lor the marauders are our commbn en- 
emies. 

"The correspondence between the 
two state departments under which 
tho commission was created requires 
the latter to deal not only with with- 
drawal of troops but ulso with all oth- 
er questions affecting the two coun- 
tries, chief of which may bo said to 
be the protection of the lives and prop- 
erty of all foreigners In Mexico." 

The agreement was reached after 
13 weeks of deliberations. The ques- 
tion of a loan was not brought up. 

The agreement Is contingent upon 
tho npproval of Gen. Venustluuo Car- 
ranza.

Is that its high 

explosive has n tendency on impact with the earth to 

iblow downward instead of Interully, thus creating a 

great cavity or crater, but causing comparatively little 

damage. 

The trouble with the second is that its accuracy de- 
pends upon the aviator's calculations as to his altitude, 
and also that It is impossible to set a time fuse to 
minute fractions of a second. A bomb dropped from a 
(height of 5,000 feet Is traveling at from 400 to COO.feet a 
second when it reaches the ground, so an error of one- 
tenth of a second in the nvlator's calculation would allow 
•the bomb to explode either 10 or SO feet In the air or at a 
considerable depth below the ground. 

This new American bomb overcomes both of these 
dlfllculties, for it always explodes between live and six 
•feet from the ground. And it does not matter from 
what height it is dropped. Nor lias the aviator to mnko 
any calculations. He need not even know how high up 
ihe Is. All he has to do Is to let the bomb fall; it will 
do trie rest. 

The inventor of this extraordinary shell is Lester Bar- 
low, who perfected It under the auspices and nt the 
expense of the American government, at the Frankford 
arsenal, Philadelphia. Recently the bombs had several 
ofllclnl tests at Mlneoln, L. I. , These were made by Lieut. 
•T. S. Wilkinson, U. S. N.; Capt. E. J. W. Itagsdale, U. S. 
A., and Lieut. Col. G. G. Galley, U. S. A., members of 
the ordnance board. The ofllclul report by Col. C. II. 
'Kuggles of the ordnance board stnted: "The Barlow 
aerial torpedo is satisfactory; the action certain, the 
.flight true and the. safety devices satisfactory." 

At these tests only light charges of explosives were 
used, because full charges would have endangered houses 
in the nelghhorhood. Bombs were dropped from 2,000, 
.'1,000, -1,000, 5,000, 0,000 and 7,000 feet, some with light 
charges of high explosives, some with black powder. 
The high explosive* bombs shook houses three and four 
miles distant. 

Lester Barlow Is only thirty years old, but he has 
helped build rallwuys, hen worked as a llreman on an 
ocean steamer, as an electrical approntlce, a gunner In 
the United States navy, and a wireless operator, and he 
•was on Pancho Villa's staff as an aviator before Villa 
and Carnmzu split. It was when dropping bombs- for 
,Villa that he conceived the Idea of this bomb. 

The now aerial torpedo Is seven and a 
half feet long and weighs 100 pounds. It 
has a streamline form to give the least pos- 
sible friction while passing through the air. 
The torpedo Is carried attached horizontal- 
ly beneath the aeroplane In traps and Is re- 
leased by the moving of a small lever. It 



sets Itself after It has fallen 300 feet. Be- 
fore being released It Is absolutely non- 
explosive. I 

United States noroplones now in opera- 
tion are capable of carrying only two such 
torpedoes, hut the government Is now build? 
log machines which will he capable of car- 
rying four to six. and plans are on the way 
for machines that will carry as many at 12. 
One large battleplane, armed with such torpedoes 
could pass the length of Manhattan island and leave a 
swath of destruction; for each shell Is capable of destroy- 
ing at least one city block. 

An Important feature about the new engine of wnr Is 
that, outside of the casing, nearly every part . can he 
bought nil ready iiiiicIm In any wholesale hardware fac- 
tory. Very little special machinery Is necessary. In 
time 'of war these bombs could be built by thousands on 
short notice, and if built In quantities their cost would 
he below $50 each. 

Only Mr. Barlow, his attorneys, and the officers of the 
ordnance bureau know the secret of the mechanism that 
makes this bomb explode with such extraordinary pre- 
cision. But It may be said that there Is nothing elec- 
trical about it. 
And the Inventor himself says: 

"A few days ago my aerial torpedo was officially tested 
before the army and navy board at Mlneola, L. I., and 
It proved Itself to be one of the most deadly engines of 
destruction that has yet been produced. The killing ra- 
dius Is more than 1,000 feet in all directions, yet it is so 
safe to handle that It Is practically fool-proof. The lay- 
man would find it- almost impossible to explode it with- 
out consulting an expert. Neither electricity nor con- 
cussion can explode the torpedo, yet when dropped from 
air crnft, no matter from what: height. It will explode 
from five to seven feet above the surface of land or 
water. 

"This Is the first time, that the firing- control of aerial 
bombs or torpedoes has been controlled nccurntely at a 
predetermined height. 

"To get th"e necessary data that would ennble me to 
design my aerial torpedo, I went through the following 
experiences: One Mexican revolution, shot at a dozen 
times or more, hit once, two falls In aeroplanes, one of 
them laden with dynamite bombs (Floyd Smith, the 
aviator, was In the plane with me at the time), one 
broken leg; two bombs exploded accidentally ten feet 
from where I stood. 

"My first experience with falling bombs from high 
altitudes was In 1014, when serving with Genernl Villa 
In the Mexican revolution. I was dropping bombs of my 
own make, cast from car wheels. For making noise, the 
bombs were quite successful, but they did Utile damage. 
I soon became convinced that bombs to be effectively 
destructive nuist burst accurately from five to seven feet 
above the surface of the ground, In order that their frag- 
ments might fly horizontally. In nil directions. 

"In 1015 I did much experimenting, and In Februnry, 
1010, I placed my data before the ordnance department 
at Washington. Five hours later I walked out with my 
Instructions to go/ ahead at the government's expense 
and build at the Frankfort arsenal, Philadelphia. 

"The ordnance ollicers of the United States army are 
largely responsible for the success of v my torpedo. With- 
out their confidence and aid, technical and otherwise, I 
should still be looking for someone to back me. 

"I am now at work upon a flying torpedo that can be 
fired from a distance of 150 miles and sent straight to 
Its mark. 

"In France, more than a year ago, an aerial torpedo 
struck within COO feet of Its mark, after traveling GO 
miles. I predict that the flying torpedo will be a reality 
within one yenr and that In less than 
two years more thnn a hundred mil- 
lion dollars will be appropriated by 
congress for aeronautical defense of 
the United States."

As a first Item of defense she plans 
to flood all the lunds In her dike sys- 
tem. 

This, suy the flower experts, will re- 
sult In the destruction of the great 
bulb Industry. Not for 50 years, ac- 
cording to the sages of flowerdom, 
will the industry recover from such a 
calamity. 

AH of which Is but a news preface 
to the remark that the raising of bulbs 
in pots, pans and glasses during the 
winter months Is a simple und inex-. 
pensive process If one Is fairly care- 
ful of the requirements. Among the 
many methods by which bulbs can be 
successfully grown, there are: 

In soil placed In pots and pans, with 
drainage at the bottom. 

In fiber, which Is a light, spongy ma- 
terial, prepared with a view to prevent 
souring. Bowls, jardinieres, vases or 
uny other receptacles where the roots 
can take hold may be used. 

In water, with pebbles or sand In the 
bottom of glasses, to prevent the bulbs 
from falling over. 

Hyacinths, narcissus, daffodils, tu- 
lips and crocus are among the joys 
that are easily possible with little ef- 
fort. Almost every dealer in the coun- 
try has his stock of bulbs ready for 
the market. 

If forcing is wanted, the larger bulbs 
should he taken. They grow larger 
and strouger flowers. The lust of No- 
vember Is not too late for planting, 
und the treatment of all bulbs Is about

Three hyacinths, as many narcissus,^ 
five tulips and a dozen crocuses can 
be placed In a six-Inch pot 

Space evenly. 

The practice of placing a layer of 
clean sand directly under the bulbs is 
always good. It helps keep the* newly 
formed roots clean, but It is not es- 
sential' to success. A dark corner of 
the cellar is a good place to place the 
pots. The keeping of the soil damp 
is thereby aided. In the winter propj 
er some of the quick-growing specb 
may be grown In water. Hyaclnt 
paper-white narcissus and sacred 
nese lilies are among the best for 
purpose. Fill the glass with water, 
so that It just touches the bottoms -*si ' 
the bulbs, and set in a dark place un- 
til the glass Is filled with roots. Then 
bring Into the room, und change the 
water once or twice a week. Tempera- 
ture of from CO to Co degrees Is about 
right for the venture. 

Personally, I like to experiment with 
bulbs. The results are usually assured 
with small care.
